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Medics press Z/Z7 
to identify 
deadly virus 


ATLANTA (UPI) — Facilities at the national Center for Disease Control are being 
manned around-the-clock in a “shotgun approach” to identifying the virus or infec­ 
tion that has killed several persons in Philadelphia. 
Laboratory technicians went to work Tuesday on blood and tissue specimens from 
51 illness victims, all of whom attended an American Legion convention in 
Philadelphia. The CDC labs were enveloped in high security with all but authorized 
personnel barred. 
Dr. J. Donald Millar, director of the CDC’s bureau of state services, said the 
technicians are “taking what may be described as a shotgun approach,” seeking to 
find out what toxic agents are involved. 
Nine CDC medical investigators were in Pennsylvania assisting state health 
authorities in their search for the cause of the illness. 
Millar said the predominant evidence so far indicated viral pneumonia but 
cautioned, “everyone should be concerned because we don’t know what we’re dealing 
with.”, 
« 
He said symptoms of the illness could be related to influenza, a bacterial or mycro- 
plasma infection. 
CDC officials said 74 cases of the illness had been reported to the center and there 
had been several recoveries. 
Dr. Michael Gregg, chief of the CDC’s bureau of epidemiology, said the illness “ap­ 
pears to be characterized by the acute onset of fever, chills, headaches and malaise, 
followed by a dry cough and myalgia.” 
Gregg said some of the most seriously ill have developed high fever and died in 
shock with extensive pneumonia. “No viral or bacterial agents have been in­ 
criminated as yet,” he said. 
Mystery malady

HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - The 
swift-acting, flu-like illness that killed at 
least 21 persons and hospitalized scores 
more has shown no confirmed signs of 
spreading the state health secretary 
reported today. 
“There is no confirmed indication of 
secondary spread that I have be«) able 
So Sbtaiii.” ■ ■ wMlr y i w w l Beehmiin. 
“1 can’t say it hasn’t happened.” 
Bachman said medical investigators 
were watching closely for evidence of 
possible secondary infections so health 
officials will be prepared to act quickly 
to head off further outbreaks of the dis­ 
ease 


“We’re praying right now that we 
don’t have secondary developments,” 
Dr. William E. Parkin, chief of the 
epidemiology section of the state’s com­ 
municable disease control office, said in 
an interview. 
Bachman said the cause of the ailment 
was still unknown. He said the first word 
likely would come from federal and state 
scientists working in sealed laboratories 
in Philadelphia and Atlanta to isolate the 
agent responsible for the disease. 


The first break was expected Thursday 
when test tube studies of tissue 
specimens taken from victims should 
start producing results. 
The state health department said it 
confirmed 20 deaths among American 
Legion convention goers and was investi­ 
gating the death early today of James 
Sikes, 78*. in Pittaourgh. Allegheny 
County Coroner Cyril Wecht sakl Sikes 
attended the convention in Philadelphia 
two weeks ago and had symptoms that 
“fits the picture completely” of previous 
deaths in the strange case. 
The state also reported a total of 143 
possible cases of the illness. Many of 
those victims remained hospitalized.

Philadelphia health oficials had reported 
six cases of flu-like illness among people 
who were not connected with the 10,000 
involved with the convention. But 
Bachman said these cases appeared to 
be what would normally be expected 
from respiratory-type diseases at this 
time of year. 
He said there have been rumors of 
secondary cases, but “everyone that we 
have checked out has failed to pan out.” 
Hearing set on issues 
stalling teacher pay talks

The state’s new Education employes 
Relations Board (EERB), has set a 
hearing for Aug. 30 in Lompoc to con­ 
sider issues that have stalled negotia­ 
tions with teachers under the new collec­ 
tive bargaining law. 
At issue is “unit determination” in­ 
volving the contention of teachers that 
substitute teachers, home bound 
teachers, adult education teachers, part 
time employes and others should be in­ 
cluded in the bargaining units. 
The state’s three-member EERB body 
must decide the question before an elec­ 
tion can be scheduled to determine an ex­ 


clusive bargaining representative. Lom­ 
poc Education Association and Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers are in contention 
with each other for the right to represent 
all teachers. 


Teacher salary schedules go into effect 
the last week in August. One observer 
noted that the Aug. 30 date with EERB 
probably dooms an election until October 
or November. 


Those facts are believed to be a spur 
for teachers — in their rival organiza­ 
tions — and administration to reach 
some kind of interim agreement on 
salaries and fringe benefits before school 
begins in September

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secrfet docu­ 
ments released today by the CIA reveal 
sordid details of drug behavior experi­ 
ments on criminals and on both willing 
and unwitting American and foreign sub­ 
jects. 
It mentioned fruitless tests of such ex­ 
otic items as love potions and a “recruit- 
kient pill.” 
The agency released 59 secret and 
“eyes only” documents, some of them 
heavily censored, in response to a 
Freedom of Information action brought 
by John D. Marks, a former State 
Department intelligence officer and co­ 
author of a critical book about the CIA. 
Most of the abuses of the agency in the 
field of drug experimentation were docu­ 
mented in reports released earlier this 
year by the Senate and House in­ 
telligence committees. 
C e n tra l 
p o in t 
of

documents was dissension within the CIA 
over whether the exercises were 
“unethical and un-American,” after one 
experiment with LSD went sour with the 
suicide of a victim. 
The documents revealed extensive ex­ 
periments with chemical and biological 
substances. 
An Aug. 14, 1963, CIA report on 
MKULTRA, the initials of an operation 
using chemical and biological materials 
to affect human behavior and physiologi­ 
cal changes, said: 
“Over the 10-year life of the program 
many additional avenues to the control 
of human behavor have been designated 
.. as appropriate to investigation ... in­ 
cluding radiation, electro-shock, various 
fields of psychology, psychiatry, sociolo­ 
gy and anthropology, graphology, haras­ 
sment substances and paramilitary 
devices and materials.” 
It also listed the “technical short­ 
comings” of drugs: 
“As of i960, no effective knockout pill, 
truth serum, aphrodisiac, or recruitment 
piU was known to exist ...”

Three plead 
innocent in 
bus kidnap 


CHOWCHILLA (UPI) - Two suspects 
in the kidnaping of 26 Chowchilla 
children and their bus driver pleaded in­ 
nocent today. 
Fred Newhall Woods and Jam es 
Schoenfeid, both 24 and sons of wealthy 
San Francisco area families, entered 
their pleas in a small, packed courtroom 
surrounded by guards, including rooftop 
sharpshooters 
Accompanying the pair, charged with 
43 counts of kidnaping and robbery in the 
July 15 abduction, was Schoenfeld’s 
brother, Richard, 22, who was taken with 
them from Alameda County to ask for 
reduction of $1 million bail. 
The heroic bus driver, Ed Ray, who 
helped the children escape from a Liver­ 
more quarry where they were buried in a 
truck for 16 hours, sat in the front row of 
the courtroom about four feet from the 
defendants. 
Richad Schoenfeid pleaded innocent in 
the same courtroom last Thursday 
Justice Court Judge Howard C. Green 
told the defendants the possible penalty 
on the charges was life in prison without 
parole if they were convicted of kidnap­ 
ing with bodily harm. 


Lompoc School Board okays 
budget totaling $17 million 


The school board gave its imprint to 
the 1976-*77 budget Tuesday, ending eight 
months effort by the administration. 
As it cleared the desks of the trustees 
en route to the desk of the county 
superintendent of schools, the budget 
calls for the expenditure of about $17 
million on a total tax rate of |4.t6 for 
each $100 of assessed valuation The tax 
rate is down about 23 cents from last 
year’s figure 
Supt 
Clarence Blown hastened to 
note, however, that the general fund tax 
rate - the part that is under the most 
direct control of the board — is down 
about 55 cents from the previous year. 
There were only a handful of persons 
in the audience when trustee Jack 
Helman moved to close the public hear­ 
ing, and the board went on to adopt the 
budget on the motion of Barbara Berg, 
Board chairman Richard K. Jacoby con­ 
curred on both motions Trustees Gail 
Steiger and Karl Braun were absent, 
In other agenda business, the trustees 
did the following:

City Council okays lease 
for Senior Citizen center

After years of waiting, Lompoc senior 
citizens will have their own center when 
the lease for, the Knights of Pythias 
building — approved unamimously by 
Lompoc City Council last night — takes 
effect September 1. 
Under terms of the one-year contract, 
the building at M Street and Laurel 
Avenue will be leased for $875 per month 
with an option to purchase the structure 
during the lease period for $150,000. If 
the option is exercised during the first 
six months of the lease, the rent paid to 
that point can be applied to the purchase 
price. 
The five-page lease already has been 
signed by Earl Calvert, president of the 
Knights of Pythias. Council approval 
was the last hurdle the proposal faced. 
In addition, the contract allows the 
Knights to use the main lodge room two 
nights a month from 7 p.m. to midnight 


and reserves a small storage area in the 
southeast corner of the hall for its use. 
The Knights’ use will end when their 
local chapter dissolves or 15 years from 
the date the City executes the agreement 
— whichever comes first. 
Councilman Joe Valencia said he had 
talked with members of the Knights who 
indicated the organization’s use of the 
facility probably would last only “about 
another three or four years.” 
The sparse discontent expressed by the 
small audience of less than 25, with 
fewer senior citizens, hammered on the 
continued use by the Knights and the 
lack of room compared to the Church of 
Christ which had been earlier considered. 
The Civic Building Committee urged 
council to authorize the city staff to 
negotiate the contract with the Knights 
at the May 18 council meeting At the 
time, Dr. Barry Coughlin, chairman of 
the city’s Commission on Aging and a 
member of the committee, said the com- 


mittee considered the Knights of Pythias 
to be the more desirable building of the 
two. 
“I think this is a good move,” claimed 
Coughlin at last night’s meeting, “and 
although the staff wasn’t completely 
satisfied with all the provisions of the 
lease. I’m sure neither were the Knights 
of Pythias But, that’s the way these 
things go.” 
“The longer it takes for the seniors to 
get a building, the less I like it,” said 
councilwoman Charlotte Benton. “ I 
think September I will be about time.” 
“We have been trying to get a building 
for 10 years,” said councilwoman Elinor 
Lefkowitz in a brief comment punc­ 
tuated by complaints from a dis­ 
satisfied senior citizen, “and I think the 
main thing is that we get a building and 
grow from there. It is unfortunate that 
we weren’t in a position to bargain, but 
the Knights of Pythias weren’t bargaining 
and this is their offer, take or leave it.”

Their petition also asked for a hearing 
to determine if there was a “reasonable 
likelihood” that confinement would 
cause them to name the source.

After public hearings, the City Council 
last night introduced two proposed or­ 
dinances and agreed to carry them over 
to a second reading before action. 
A third item scheduled for a public 
hearing — paving of two alleys and 
street improvements for a stretch of O 
Street — was tabled because of the lack 
of the necessary four council members 
required to approve a second reading of 
that type of an ordinance. Mayor E.C. 
Stevens and councilman Charles Ward 
were absent. 
The first hearing covered an ordinance 
which would allow two Lompoc property 
owners to build on substandard iota. The 
Planning Commission recommended 
council reject the proposal. 
The ordinance is a narrowed version of 
a proposal which had been denied twice 
previously — in April and June of this 
year — by the Planning Commission It 
allows, under certain conditions, the 
creation of single family lots in the R-l 
“Single Family Residential” District 
with less than the 7,000 minimum square 
footage required by the City’s Zoning Or­ 
dinance. In its present form, Jack Lam. 
community development director, said 
the city staff could find only two local 
property owners it applied to. 
However, Lam warned council that 
there are 84 other residents who were in 
similar situatons and “could come In and 
ask for the same privileges ” 
In his report to council, Lam further 
cautioned, “It becomes quite difficult to 
say where the cutoff would be for the 
creation of additional lots or parcels that 
are larger than 7,000 square feet. 
“The real issue here,” he continued, 
“is one of lot standards and whether the 
City wishes to enforce the standards 
which it has established for single family 
development and whether it wishes to 
make a grant of special privilege. 
"I’m in favor of reconsidering this or­ 
dinance on a one-time basis and con­ 
sidering future situations on a one-time 
basis,” said councilman Joe Valencia. 
“It is a lot which is about the same size 
as other lots in the City which were once 
considered buildable and I think it can be 
considered buildable,” said City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson 


The second ordinance which was ap­ 
proved for a second reading allows the 
rounding off of fractional off-street park­ 
ing requirements. If the fraction is less 
than half, the ordinance would make no 
additional parking place necessary as 
required by current city codes. 
Council also approved the consent 
calendar which: 
—Fixed the city property tax rate at 
the same level as last year. The rate is 
$1.85 per $100 of assessed valuation. 
—Amended the City Council Meetings 
Manual of Procedure The amendment 
requires that all motions before council 
receive a second. 
— Fixed the amount of revenue from 
property taxes required for the 1976-77 
fiscal year at $787,397 
—Approved the industrial disability 
retirement of Stanley Weatherill. 
—Authorized the city staff to go to bid 
and purchase budgeted equipment items 
out of the Vehicle fund 
—Declared the intent to conduct a 
hearing relative to property nuisance. 
The resolution sets Sept. 7, 1976 for the 
public hearing. 
—Authorized Mayor E.C. Stevens to 
execute the Actual Use Report of 
revenue sharing funds for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1976. The expenditures 
were $300,890 for Public Safety and $93 


for financial administration. 
In other action, council: 
—Adopted a Disclosure of Interest 
Code for council and approved similar 
codes for other City commissions, of­ 
fices and departments. 
—Read a letter of resignation from 
Larry Flinkingsheit as commissioner of 
the Parks and Recreation Commission. 
Flinkingsheit had been a commissioner 
since September 1969 and gave no reason 
for his resignation in his letter. Council 
voted to present the retired commis­ 
sioner with a plaque of appreciation. 
— Received a letter from Pat Keogh 
chairman of the Youth Commission 
which requested council appoint a new 
member to fill the place of Janice 
Lundberg on the commission. Lundberg

Homebuying now out for most newlyweds 
Daily record

Young couples may have to 
stop seeing themselves hs one 
day moving into a nice stucco 
house with japónicas on either 
side and a fair-sized patch of 
grass in front for Saturday 
mowing. 
It is a pretty picture that is 
becoming less and less at­ 
tainable. 
Dennis Jones and his wife 
Melanie will move into their 
first home this month in Lom­ 
poc. It is a three bedroom abode 
with a family room and that 
may sound perfect, but it isn’t. 
Dennis and Melanie both 
work in Santa Barbara. They 
would like to live there too. 
Still, Dennis says they are 
lucky in spite of the two-hour 
commute. He knows a number 
of other young couples in Santa 
Barbara who want to buy a 
home and cannot afford to, even 
with both husband and wife 
earning an income. 
The homes in Santa Barbara 
start at over MO.000. A $30,000 
home in Lompoc would sell for 
$40,000 in that town. 
This high coat is made worse 
because FHA (Federal Housing 
Administration) financing is not 
welcomed by the sellers in 
Santa Barbara and a conven­ 
tional loan means a 10 to 20 per 
cent down payment. What 
young couple has $8,000 socked 
away? 
Hence, Mr. and Mrs. Jones 
went house hunting in Lompoc. 
Local realtors report it is not 
uncommon for people working 
in the Santa Barbara-Goleta 
area to buy a home in Lompoc 
Valley. 


Dennis is one of three persons 
at work who have bought homes 
locally. 
The housing situation in Lom­ 
poc may not be that bad, but it's 
not good either. 
A few years ago, Chuck 
Schroeder of Harley A. Craig 
Realty, advised young couples 
wait and save enough money for 
a large down payment on a 
home, which would make for 
lower monthly mortgage pay­ 
ments. Today he advises to buy 
now. 


“ You can’t afford to wait. It’s 
really a shame,’’ he said. 
Homes for sale in Lompoc 
are in short supply and getting 
more scarce while all homes 
are growing 10 to 12 per cent in 
value each year. 
Young couples just starting 
out can’t save money fast 
enough to get ahead of inflating 
prices, according to Schroeder. 
It is a seller’s'market. One 
realtor says about 70 homes are 
on the market in the valley, 
another gives the figure at 40. 
Very few sell for under $30,000. 
The average cost is $32,000. 
Three years ago it was a 
buyer’s market. Plenty of 
homes were available and you 
could pick many out for under 
$20,000. 
Schroeder knows a man who 
paid $18,000 for a house in 1973 
and recently sold it for $32,000. 
“ I can tell you sob stories all 
day long about guys who are 
kicking themselves for not buy- 
ing two y e ars a g o ,” he 
remarked. 
Realtors such as Schroeder 
and Tom Green of T. G. Realty 
recommend that people buy 
now if they are thinking of buy­ 
ing a home at all. Yet both 
acknowledge a barrier faced by 
all young hom eseekers — 
qualifying for the mortgage 
loan. 
“ A couple has to earn four 
times more than the monthly 
m ortgage paym ent,” said 
Green 
For a $30,000 home loan, the 
monthly payments are $280, for 
example. A couple would have 
to earn over $1.000 after taxes 
to make the payments. Money 
lenders figure that a family can 
afford to spend a fourth of their 
income on housing. 
The problem is that a young 
man just starting out in the 
work force often commands the 
m o st 
m o d e st 
s a la r y . 
Consequently, the wife has to 
work in order to meet the 
qualifying income for the loan. 
There is no other way to 
make It unless they have a 
generous and rich uncle to help 
them 
But Ed Coffin of Home Valley 
Mortgage believes many more 
young couples would realize 


DENNIS AND MELANIE Jones and their dog have something to 
jump about. They are moving into their first home. But the Jones’ 
are lucky; they can afford to buy at today’s housing prices Many 
young couples cannot afford them. 


they can afford to own a home if 
they stopped to consider the ris­ 
ing cost of rentals. 
“ It is a little bit ironic that 
rentals are going up and getting 
com parable to a monthly 
mortgage payment,” he com­ 
mented. 


Dennis and his wife, for ex­ 
ample, have been paying $200 a 
month for a one-bedroom apart­ 
ment in Santa Barbara; they 
will be paying close to $300 
monthly for their house. 
Rentals, Coffin said, are 
skyrocketing because they are 


in demand since homes are in 
short supply and high priced. 
As far as Coffin is concerned, 
owning your own home is the 
only way to live. Renters are 
just throwing their taoney 
away. 
When you buy a home, the 


monthly payments go toward 
paying off the principal (loan), 
loan interest, insurance and 
property tax. All but the prin­ 
cipal and insurance are 
deducted from your income tax. 
“ My first year I saved over 
$500 because I owned a house,” 
said Coffin. 
Plus, if you make the pay­ 
ments long enough, one fine day 
the loan is paid off and you have 
a house with no strings at­ 
tached. 
When you rent, your money 
goes to the landlord. No tax 
deductions. No house after 30 
years of paying rent. 
Something important young 
couples in Lompoc have in their 
favor, according to Coffin, is 
availability and acceptance of 
FHA, VA, and Cal-Vet financ­ 
ing. 
On FHA, the down payment 
can be as low as three per cent. 
There is no down required on 
VA loans. 
The interest rate on VA and 
FHA loans is 84 per cent while 
it is 9*4 per cent on conven­ 
tional loans. 
Coffin, too, recommends buy­ 
ing a home now. The housing 
shortage in the valley will only 
be greater when the space shut- 
tle p ro g ram b eg in s at 
Vandenberg AFB. 
“Six hundred more families 
will be moving to town. Where 
are you going to put them?” he 
asked. 
Not in new homes, believes 
Green. Not many of them 
anyway. 
“ There are people in govern­ 
ment who don’t want growth 
and that is possibily going to 
hurt and keep building down,” 
he said. 
Schroeder believes there will 
be houses for sale in the future, 
but their prices will be substan­ 
tially higher than they are now.

correct actions on many impor­ 
tant matters.” 
Newly appointed chief proba­ 
tion officer Bill Johnson was a 
guest at the J J commission 
meeting. He expressed his opi­ 
nion that the J J commission 
serves a vitally important func­ 
tion in the county and pledged 
his full cooperation in assisting 
this county's commission. 
Louise Campbell, from the 
Probation Dept., was also a 
guest. She delivered an in-depth 
report on all types of group 
fo ste r hom es cu rren tly 
operative in the county. 
The J J commission has been 
particularly concerned with the 
quality of care given juveniles 
placed in group homes. As in­ 
tensified program of inspec­ 
tions and investigations is now 
being organized by the commis­ 
sion. Woodard said. 
. Immediately after the J J 
commission session, members 
convened in a special meeting 
with the Superior Court judges. 
The judges commended the 


commission on fulfilling their 
responsibilities in an effective 
manner. “After studying the 
mandated duties of the J J com­ 
mission as spelled out in the 
State Welfare and Institutions 
Code. I think you’re performing 
a good job for the county,” 
commented Judge John T. 
Rickard. 
“ The criticism of the com­ 
mission by some people, in­ 
cluding the District Attorney, is 
unwarranted,” Judge Rickard 
added. 
Judge Rickard’s statement 
referred to the much publicized 
comments made by District At­ 
torney Stanley M. Rodai, in 
which he sharply criticized the 
commission ami recommended 
that the members be asked to 
resign, Woodard pointed out. 
“ No member of this commis­ 
sion will be asked to resign — I 
can assure you of that,” said 
Judge Floyd Dodson at the 
special meeting with the com­ 
mission. 
‘‘ I personally met with 


District Attorney Roden in his 
office a few days ago to discuss 
his expressed views about the 
commission,” Woodard told his 
fellow commissioners and the 
judges. “ I was amazed at the 
lack of understanding he 
demonstrated regarding the 
legislated role and respon­ 
sibilities of the J J commission, 
sion.

WASHINGTON (U F I) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger left today on what 
could be his last foreign mis­ 
sion, a w eek-long trip to 
promote peace prospects in the 
Persian Gulf and Indian sub­ 
continent.

MOSCOW (U PI) ^ As a 
Soviet newspaper told the tale, 
it could have been lifted from 
the pages of a cheap spy 
thriller. 
But the weekly Literatumaya 
Gazeta claimed today its ac­ 
count of CIA intrigue, sines and 
death threats was fact, not fic­ 
tion. 
According to the newspaper, 
two CIa agents tried last month 
to recruit Oleg Kharchenko, 
then serving as a second 
secretary at the Soviet mission 
to the United Nations in New 
York. 
When he refused to coopera­ 
te. it said.they suggested that 
he might “fall” to his death 
from the window of a Manhat­ 
tan hotel. 
There was no immediate 
reaction to the story from CIA 
officials in Washington. 
Literatumaya Gazeta. in a 
lengthy article headlied “The 
Wretches," said Soviet officials 
had protested about the case to 
the U.S. Embassy in Moscow. 
(In W ashington, a CIA 
spokesman said today he did 
not "want to to dignify” the 
charge. 
(State Department spokes­ 
man Frederick Brown also said 
the U.S. Embassy in Moscow 
received a protest note from 
Soviet officials last Thursday 
regarding the alleged incident 
But he said the note made no 
allegations about threats 
against Kharchenko» 
Kharchenko, according to 
Literatum aya Gazeta, was 
lured on July 16 to a hotel room 
where he met two men he said 
introduced themselves as “Mr. 
Bevm*" end "Bob." The new­ 
spaper said they were CML 
agents 
"Mr. Bryant declared that 
the CIA was greatly interested 
in everything that has the sl­ 
ightest and even indirect bear­ 
ing on detente,” the article 
said 
“ Bryant said that since 
Kharchenko had access to all 
information passing through 
the S oviet m issio n , Mr. 
(George) Bush, the agency 
director, personally would be 
grateful if they were able to see 
it.” 
They offered to sweeten the 
deal by giving Kharchenko 
materials that would open the 
way to “a brilliant career,” the 
newspaper charged. 
But Literatumaya Gazeta 
said Kharchenko refused to 
cooperate and Bryant then 
made the death threat. 
The agents, however, went 
back on the threat and gave 
Kharchenko three days to thirds 
over their offer. He reported it 
to his superiors, who sent him 
home to Moscow immediately, 
the story said. 
It said Bryant subsequently 
had the Soviet’s wife and 
children harassed until they, 
too. left the country. 
The newspaper accused the 
American news media of ignor­ 
ing stories like the Kharchenko 
case that ran counter to the 
idea of Communist espionage. 
“It will be interesting to see 
what the gentlemen from Time, 
the New York Post and other 
newspapers have to say about 
the case,” the newspaper said. 


F ran ce, and The H ague, 
Netherlands on the way.

Ford urged to review Connally 
tapes related to Watergate 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford is being urged 
to review Watergate testimony 
and tapes relating to former 
Texas Gov. John Connally 
before picking a running mate, 
two members of the House 
-Judiciary Committee said to­ 
day. 
Reps. Tom Railsback. R-Ill. 
and William Cohen, R-Maine, 
both of whom voted for articles 
of impeachment against Rich­ 
ard Nixon in 1974. said they 
have told White House aides 
Ford should examine all the 
material relating to Connally. 
”1 don’t know if there is 
anything that ts dynamite.” 
Railsback emphasized * 
Connally. prominently men­ 
tioned as a GOP vice presiden­ 
tial possibiity. was acquitted 
lari year of bribery charges in 
connection with the Watergate- 
related milk ftuid scandal. 
But Railsback and Cohen in­ 
dicated today they are wary of 
Connally joining the GOP ticket 
if Ford defeats Ronald Reagan 
for the nomination 
“From my point of view. 
John Connally symbolizes the 
power politics of the sixties ... 
that the American people no 
longer tolerate.” said Cohen on 
emerging from a White House 
meeting with Ford on legisla- 
_tion. 


Cohen told reporters Ford 
should be aware of a “June 23 
tape” involving a discussion of 
an increase in milk subsidies. 
He also hinted that another tape 
heard by the committee might 
relate to Connally. 


Railsback said there are “a 
large number” of Republican 
congressmen concerned that 
the Democrats “are making 
Watergate a campaign issue 
and trying to drag Ford in by in- 
uendo or anything else ” 
Railsback said he discussed 
the matter with White House 
Counsel Philip Buchen and 
Ford's chief legislative aide 
Max Fiedersdorf. 


“I am not trying to substitute 
my judgment for his (Ford’s)," 
Railsback added. But he said he 
believes in order to win the 
election a running mate should 
have the "qualities to be presi­ 


dent. but there has to be a 
sp ecia l em p h asis on un­ 
questioned integrity and the 
ability to appeal to the middle 
of the road Americans and to 
work with the President. " 


Railsback and Cohen agreed 
that Connally was a powerful 
and 
“ compelling” 
political 
figure, but both had others in 
mind as Ford’s running mate — 
including U.N. Ambassador 
William Scranton. Secretary of 
Commerce Elliot Richardson 
and Rep. John Anderson. R.-Dl. 
Before Ford can name a run­ 
ning mate, however he must 
win the nomination. 


United Press International 
Rep. Jerry Litton died in a 
fiery plane crash late Tuesday 
on his way to an election party, 
without knowing he was the up­ 
set winner of M issouri’s 
Dem ocratic primary for a 
Senate seat. 
His death occurred only hours 
before his victory over two 
other contestants was confir­ 
med. His wife, Sharon, 36, two 
of the couple’s children, pilot 
Paul Rupp and Rupp’s son also 
died in the crash, which oc­ 
curred as the plane took off 
from Chillicothe to Kansas 
City. 
A 39-year-old millionaire cat­ 
tle rancher and two-term con­ 
gressman, Litton was the upset 
winner over form er Gov. 
Warren E. Heames and the pre­ 
election favorite, Rep. James 
W. Symington, son of Sen. 
Stuart Symington who is retir­ 
ing. 
The state Democratic com­ 
mittee will have to choose a 
replacement for Litton for the 
general election. 
In the Republican senatorial 
race. Attorney General John C. 
Danforth was an easy winner to 
face the eventual Democratic 
nominee. 
In the race for governor, in­ 
cumbent Christopher Bond won 
easily over taken opposition, 
and Kansas City attorney 
Joseph Teasdale will be his 
Democratic opponent 
While the tragedy cast a pall 
over the Missouri race, a major 
upset occurred in a senatorial 
primary in Michigan, where 
Rep. Dima Id W. Riegle bested 
three Democratic opponents 
Riegle will face Republican 
Rep.

Police fire into crow d 
of 1 0 ,0 0 0 South Africans 


JOHANNESBURG. 
South 
Africa (UPI) — South African 
police fired into a crowd of 
more than 10.000 black demon­ 
strators today to keep them 
from marching into the center 
of Johannesburg Eyewitnesses 
said three persons were shot 
dead. 


The dem onstrators broke 
through a police cordon thrown 
around the Soweto black 
township south of Johannesburg 
but were forced to disperse by 
police firing tear gas canisters 
and automatic weapons. 


The Johannesburg daily. The 
Star, quoted eyewitnesses say­ 
ing nine persons were wounded 
and three killed by gunfire.

CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (UPI) 
— A trio of young m en 
suspected of abducting 26 of the 
town’s children, who safely es­ 
caped from an underground 
prison, were returned to a 
moody Chowchilla today for an 
appearance at a heavily guard­ 
ed courthouse. 


All three want a reduction in 
their $1 million bail. 


Lari Thursday, when only 22- 
year-old Richard Schoenfeld 
was arraigned in a jammed 
courtroom, he only spoke two 
words, "Yes,” when asked if he 
understood the 43 charges and 
"No,” when asked if he wanted 
them repeated. 


Today, Schoenfeld was joined 
in the Chowchilla Justice Court 
proceedings by his brother, 
James, 24, and Richard Ne- 
whall Woods, 24, who were cap­ 
tured 1,000 miles apart last 
Thursday. 


About 250 townspeople jam­ 
med the tiny courthouse for 
Schoenfeld’s first appearance, 
when his attorneys pleaded him 
innocent. The arraignment was 
six days after he surrendered to 
the d istr ic t attorn ey of 
Alameda County and the same 
day his brother and Woods were 
captured. 


Most of Cbowchilla’s resi­ 


dents were simply curious over 
the trio who allegedly halted a 
school bus and abducted the 
driver and 26 children as they 
returned home from a swim­ 
ming outing on July 15. 


Extra patrols have since been 
ordered by Madera County 
Sheriff Ed Bates. 


The victims, aged 5 to 14, dug 
their way free from an un­ 
derground prison at a Liver­ 
more, Calif., quarry the follow­ 
ing night after being entombed 
16 hours in what authorities 
believe was a $5 million ransom 
plot. 


Woods’ father owned the 
quarry and the 100-acre estate 
in Menlo Park, Calif., where 
authorities reportedly found a 
draft of a $5 million ransom 
note signed “Beelsabub,” an 
apparent reference to the 
B iblical name Beelzebub, 
which m eans Satin . The 
Schoenfeld brothers are sons of 
a wealthy Atherton, Calif., foot 
doctor. 


The older Schoenfeld brother 
was arrested lari Thursday on 
the San Francisco peninsula. 
He said he was on his way to 
give up. The same day. Woods 
was captured by the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police in 
Vancouver. British Columbia

A lone bid submitted by J.W. 
Bailey Construction Co., of

NEW YORK (UPI) - For a change, 
the Russians are telling the truth. 
Only up to a point, though. 
After that, they’re lying in their teeth 
about Sergei Nemtsanov, the 17-year-old 
Soviet diver who caused a much bigger 
splash out of the pool than in it by 
defecting in Montreal shortly before the 
Olympics ended. 
Anatoly Kolesov, deputy chief of the 
Soviet Olympic delegation, says “We 
always knew Sergei as a lively, happy 
person.**. 
Here the Russians are telling the truth 
because their affable teen-aged diver is 
so friendly, he.was one of the most pop­ 
ular competitors in the Olympics. 
He has an easy, relaxed way about him 
and isn’t uptight at all among Americans 
as other Russian athletes are someti­ 
mes. The U.S. men and women divers all 


know young Nemtsanov. He competed in 
this country twice and being so outgoing, 
he made friends easily. 
So when Soviet officials characterize 
him as lively and happy, they’re telling 
the truth. 
From that point on, though, the Rus­ 
sians’ version of what happened to Nemt­ 
sanov in Montreal is composed of pure 
whole cloth, the fabric of which is so 
thick, you can almost feel it with your 
fingers. 
What embarrasses the Russians so 
much is that Nemtsmanbv, as an Olym­ 
pian, is supposed to represent one of 
their model youngsters and with the 
glare of the world spotlight on him, what 
does he do but say in effect he’d much 
rather be in another country than the 
U.S.S.R. 
That hurts. 
From the Soviets’ point of view, the 


best thing that possibly could be done 
would be to pretend the whole thing 
never happened. Since that wasn’t possi­ 
ble because the defection was im­ 
mediately publicized by all the world’s 
media, some other story had to be 
propagated. 
The Russians went for an old one. 
“It is our opinion that Nemtsanov has 
been psychologically brainwashed by 
highly trained specialists,” proclaimed 
Anatoly Kolesov. 
The Russians claimed their young 
diver was “kidnaped ” by “gangsters.” 
The Canadians said this was a crock of 
cold borscht, absolute nonsense, which, 
of course, it is. 
In my opinion, the Canadian govern­ 
ment exercised perfect judgment in 
refusing to turn over Nemtsanov to the 
Soviets after the youngster said he didn't 
wish to return to Russia. In this

MSU paper 
charges 
more OSU 
violations 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (UPI) - Ohio 
State Football Coach Woody Hayes used 
cash payments and other financial In­ 
ducements to recruit grid prospects, the 
State News said today in a copyrighted 
story. 
The Michigan State University 
student-operated newspaper quoted one 
Big Ten football player as saying he 
received a $50 gift directly from Hayes 
along with a promise that his family and 
friends would be able to attend the Rose 
Bowl. 
In an earlier copyrighted story 
published Monday, the newspaper said It 
learned from unidentified sources that 
OSU football boosters paid out cash to 
transport prospective student athletes to 
Columbus for recruiting visits. 
OSU officials said they had no 
knowledge of such financial transactions 
and disputed the newspaper’s claim that 
the allegations amounted to violations of 
NCAA and Big Ten recruiting rules. 
In today’s story, the football player 
who reportedly was recruited vigorously 
by the Buckeyes—but who declined to be 
identified—described a meeting with 
Hayes in January of 1974. 
“Coach Rudy Hubbard set up a dinner 
with Woody and me, although I can't 
remember where it was at exactly,’* the 
source was quoted. 
“I’ll never forget Hayes sitting across 
the table from me eating French onion 
soup. He told me that I should come to 
Ohio State because I would be able to go 
to the Rose Bowl and that my family and 
friends would also be able to go. 
“Woody then looked at me and he 
stretched back in his chair and reached 
in his trousers, tapped my hand and gave 
me a $50 bill and said, 'Have a good time, 
son.”' 
Michigan State has been placed on 
three years probation by the NCAA for 
numerous football recruiting violations, 
several of them involving banned finan­ 
cial considerations to players. 
Last weekend, Hayes admitted he 
launched the NCAA probe by complain­ 
ing of recruiting violations at MSU. 
OSU Athletic director Ed Weaver 
declined comment on the allegations, the 
newspaper said. Hubbard, now head foot­ 
ball coach at Florida A&M, said he knew 
of no illegal financial transactions at 
that time 
“1 can’t remember the incident you’re 
talking about, but we never did anything 
illegal at OSU,” Hubbard was quoted. 


Trail Blazers deny 
Wicks, Petrie traded 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - The 
Portland Trail Blazers denied a broad­ 
cast report Tuesday night that Sidney 
Wicks had been traded to the Los 
Angeles Lakers and Geoff Petrie to the 
Kansas City Kings. 
“There has been no trade,” said Harry 
Glickman, Blazer executive vice 
president.“The report is 100 per cent 
inaccurate.” 
Glickman, however, said neither 
player had signed his 1976 contract. 
John Bassett, substitute host of 
KOIN’s Calling AU Sports, had reported 
on the program that he had been told 
“someone in the Blazer office” had coil- 
firmed that both Petrie and Wicks would 
be traded. Bassett said there was no 
word on whom the Blazers would get in 
return for forward Wicks and guard 
Petrie. 
Petrie has balked at signing a new con­ 
tract with the Blazers unless they 
guarantee him a four year contract 
before he undergoes a knee operation 
this summer. The club was reported to 
be talking about only a year and a half 
contract. 
Wicks had mentioned interest earlier 
in being traded to Los Angeles, where he 
played on the national champion UCLA 
team. 
New Blazer Coach Jac Ramsey had in­ 
dicated Petrie might not be in his 
starting unit plans by saying that Petrie 
did not penetrate to the basket the way 
Ramsey thought a guard should move in.

Says 
calculated actions' ignored 
Russ official claims harassment 


COLLEGE PARK, Md (UPI) - The 
leader of Russia’s track and field team 
claims Soviet participants in the recent­ 
ly concluded Olympics were harassed, 
but that no such incidents will mar the 
1960 Olympics in Moscow. 
Nikolai Riashentsev charged that 
Canadian security officials ignored 
“calculated actions’* directed at Soviet 
athletes in Montreal. 
“ When a crow d is g ath ered , 
sometimes there are unprpcendented 
and unforeseen actions by spectators, 
but these were calculated actions 
directed toward the team itself,” he said 
Tuesday after arriving for the annual 
United-States U.S.S.R. dual meet. 
“We are sure that if the rigid security 
had wanted to put an end to those ac­ 
tions. they could have.” 
Riashentsev, in response to a news 
conference question, said the incidents 
were not given wide attention in the 
Soviet media. 
“It is not our intention to blow up the 
flames of anti-Westernism among the 
Soviet people,” he said. “No ‘accidents’ 
and no harassments will be taken against 
any team participating in Moscow.” 
He cited as examples of harassment 
the widely reported “disappearance” of 
sprinter Valeri Borzov, the apparent 
defection of a young diver and treatment 
given the Soviet water polo and soccer 
teams. 
“There was a highly acclaimed state­ 
ment in the Canadian press that Mr. Bor­ 
zov left the Soviet team and defected, 
when in fact he was sitting comfortably 
in his dorm and watching television,” 
said Riashentsev 
Borzov, who was unexpectedly 
scratched from the 200-meter sprint, 
claimed he missed the event because of a 
leg injury, which has since healed. He 
also said he granted an interview when 


he was supposedly “missing,” but that 
everybody ignored it. 
Riashentsev called the apparent defec­ 
tion of 17-year-old Sergei Nemtsanov 
“the kidnaping of an underage boy sent 
to Montreal under the province of his 
coaches. 
“This was a well-thought out, well- 


placed provocative action,” he said. 
He also charged spectators threw bot­ 
tles and shouted slogans at Soviet 
athletes during a water polo match and, 
during a soccer match with East Ger­ 
many, no immediate action was taken 
against one Ukranian demonstrator who 
danced on the field.

U.S. ref says mobsters 
forced decision change 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A light driz­ 
zle began to fall in the baseball stadium 
at Pasun, South Korea, last Sunday night 
as ring referee Larry Rozadilla asked 
champion Rigoberto Riasco of Panama 
and Korean challenger Yom Dong-Kyun 
to shake hands and come out fighting. 
A steady rain pounded the outdoor ring 
15 rounds later as Rozadilla raised 
Riasco’s arm in victory declaring that 
the Panamanian had successfully 
defended his World Boxing Council 
super-bantamweight crown. 
The crowd at first sat silent. The South 
Korean’s comer protested the decision, 
but soon the fighters left the ring for 
their dressing rooms and Rozadilla, a 
Los Angeles referee who had been asked 
by the WBC to judge the fight as a 
neutral party, did the same. Less than an 
hour later, under the grip of four or five 
strong-arm “gangsters” packing con­ 
cealed guns, Rozadilla was dragged from 
his dressing room back into the ring and 
forced to sign a statement saying he had 
erred in his decision and that Dong-Kyun 
was actually the Winner. The referee 
raised the South Korean’s arm in vic­ 
tory. 


”1 was cool inside, because I knew 
what was happening,” said Rozadilla in 
an interview here Tuesday night, “1 
didn’t panic. I kept my head. I talked 
good and wrote good and smiled to put up 
a good front.

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Carter predicts 
GO P mudslinging 


United Press International 
Democratic presidential nominee Jimmy Carter predicts 
that Republicans, “desperate” to keep control of the White 
House, will launch “an almost unprecedented, vicious per­ 
sonal attack" on the Democratic ticket. 
Returning to New Hampshire where he won his first 
primary victory last February, Carter said Tuesday: "There 
is going to be an almost unprecedented, vicious personal at- 
tack on me. Sen. (Walter)Mondale, and other Democratic 
candidates. 
"The Republicans are going to be desperate," he told a ral­ 
ly in Bedford. "The voters have learned about the absence of 
leadership, the suffering that we’ve experienced from the 
mistakes in foreign policy, from the mismanagement of the 
White House in dealing with our problems." 
Carter, who repeatedly has said he does not intend to use 
Watergate as an issue in the campaign, mentioned it in 
reciting his list of administration misbehavior. 
"It’s a very rare occasion ... when a candidate for presi­ 
dent can learn directly from those who feel the adverse af­ 
fect from an unfair tax law, inflation pressures, no energy 
policy, the problems of a foreign policy that makes us 
ashamed, the disgrace of Watergate, the embarrassment of 
the CIA revelations, the loss of the war in Vietnam." 
Meanwhile in Washington, Ford’s campaign manager told 
reporters neither Ford nor Ronald Reagan will go to the 
Republican National Convention in Kansas City Aug. 16 with 
the GOP presidential nomination locked up. 
“There’s no lockup available," said Rogers Morton. 
Morton claimed Ford had 1,134 votes — four more than the 
number needed. His counterpart in the Reagan ramp, John 
Sears, says his candidate has 1,140, or 10 more than needed 
The latest count in UPI’s nationwide survey shows Ford at 
1.131, nine short of nomination. Reagan has 1,030,100 short, 
and there are 106 still uncommitted. 
UPl’s count included the shift to uncommitted of a 
delegate in Maine that the wire service had by mistake put in 
the Ford column. 
In the continuing shifting of delegates, Ford and Reagan 
each lost a supporter in South Carolina to the uncommitted 
column Tuesday and an uncommitted delegate in Pennsyl­ 
vania said he now supports Ford.

FORT WORTH, Tex. (UPI) - The bloodstained blonde in 
the long skirt and halter top ran from the plush 140-acre es­ 
tate. She screamed a man was "killing everybody up at the 
house." 
Police called to the mansion owned by millionaire oil 
executive Cullen Davis found the body of Davis’ step­ 
daughter, 13-year-old Andrea, slumped face down in the 
basement. She had been shot to death. 
Former Texas Christian University basketball star Stan 
Farr, 30, was found shot to death in the kitchen. 
Davis’ estranged wife Priscilla, 35, who ran to a neighbor’s 
house to get help, was wounded in the abdomen. The 
boyfriend of a family friend was found wounded in front of 
the house. 
Davis was arrested a few hours later and charged with 
murder and attempted murder. 
Davis, 40, was being held in Dallas County for "medical 
observation" in lieu of $80,000 bail. Five pistols were confis­ 
cated at the time of his arrest. 
Officials said the Davis’ were involved in a stormy divorce 
suit and Monday had made another Domestic Relations 
Court appearance in the two-year-old case. 
Farr, a local tavern owner, Mrs. Davis and her daughter 
were living in the two-story estate mansion at the time of the 
shooting. She had been separated from her husband for more 
than two years. 
Homicide Capt. J.W. Tindall said police were first called 
to the estate by Beverly Bass, 18. Tindall said Miss Bass and 
her boyfriend, Gus “ Bubba” Gravel, 31, had driven up to the 
mansion as a man emerged from the house carrying a black 
plastic bag. 
She said her boyfriend recognized the man. 
"What’s happening? Where is everybody?” she said 
Gravel asked. 
"Come and I’ll show you," she said the man answered 
Miss Bass said the man pulled a gun, shot Gravel in the 
chest and chased her. She said she flagged down a passing 
motorist and called police at a drive-in food store.

There was an autumnal nip in the air in the Northeast ear­ 
ly today. 
Temperatures dipped to the 40s and 50s over a wide area 
for the second day in a row and clear skies gave the impres­ 
sion of a fine autumn day, though summer is still young. 
Cool weather stretched from the upper Ohio Valley across 
the Northern and Central Appalachians through New 
England and into the Middle Atlantic Coast area. 
The mercury dropped to 41 degrees at PhilUpsburg, Pa., 
early today and Bradford, Pa., reported a 49-degree chill. 
The temperature dropped to 50 at both Elmira and Glen

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A projected savings of $1.7 
million resulted from a decrease in errors made in dis­ 
tributing food stamps to Californians from July to December 
last year, the Department of Benefit Payments says. 
The department Tuesday said the amount of money spent 
in error during the period dropped from 31.5 to 19.1 per cent 
of all funds spent The 2.4 per cent change represents an 11.2 
per cent reduction in dollar errors for a projected $1.7 
million savings, it said. 
The number of cases showing errors dropped from 44.4 to 
41.3 per cent of all cases for an improvement of 7 per cent, 
the department said 
The majority of errors involved incorrect or incomplete 
e 


ng of income. Other errors occurred when recipients 
o report changes in situations or when county welfare 
departments did not act on reported information or failed to 
apply policy correctly, the department said. 
Benefit Payments Director Marion Woods said. “ We are 
beginning to move in the right direction. While the case error 
rate may seem high, it is somewhat misleading because 
many of the errors’ are minor procedural mistakes, that 
show up in paperwork but have no effect on actual payments 
“ 
made.” 
Woods said continued cooperation between the state and 
county welfare administrators will lead to "more marked 
improvements in the coming months ’

Tom Tiede 
Coventry only place 
for Teamster critics 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - One rare­ 
ly has to reproach Teamsters* chief 
Prank Fitzsimmons for being vague. 
Usually he makes himself deadly clear. 
But when he recently advised some dissi­ 
dent union members to “ go to hell,” 
when he really meant was for them to 
“ go to Coven try ” 


Coventry is a town 
in England where, 
long ago, defeated 
soldiers were sent for 
penitence; since then 
“ go to Coventry” has 
throu ghou t 
the 
English-speaking 
world 
m e a n t 
ostracism. 


The phrase is now 
quaint and obsolete. 
Except in the Inter­ 
national Brotherhood 
of Teamsters, which is 
fascinated with rituals of the Middle 
Ages. Members who aren’t in lock step 
with union policy are banished from the 
company of the faithful — sent to 
Coventry — until such time as they 
recognize Fitzsimmons as lord god. 


Currently there are several thousand 
Teamsters in Coventry. They represent a 
handful of splinter factions who sub­ 
scribe to such nonsense as union 
democracy. Lincoln Merrill of Winston- 
Salem, N.C., is among them. He calls 
Fitzsimmons names. He believes union 
hierarchy is an extension of organized 
crime. Worse, he has joined a union sub­ 
culture called PROD which wants the 
U.S. government to force fundamental 
Teamsters reform. For this Fitzsim­ 
mons has decreed that he, Merrill, is a 
leper not fit to so much as speak to. 


Says Merrill: “ The men in my local 
have ignored me for months. If I ask a 
question, they won’t answer. That is un­ 
less I ask something in a union meeting; 
then they will speak to me by trying to 
shout me (town. Naturally this kind of 
thing leads to arguments, and one time I 
even got my fist broken — on some other 
guy’s jaw." 


Coventry entails other punishments as 
well, Merrill adds He says families have 
been threatened, wives have received 
appalling phone calls. “ I live in an at­ 
mosphere of guarded hostility," he says 
The radicals dare not violate a rule, for 
instance, because the union manage­ 
ment, which inevitably subscribes to the 
Gospel as written by F. Fitzsimmons, is 
ever seeking ways to get rid of 
democrats. 


And if all else fails to convince men 
Uke Merrill of their sins, the end move in 
the Teamsters is often to pick up the gun. 
Before he departed society, unexpected 
ly, ex-Teamsters-boss Jimmy Hof fa told 
a reporter that “ the bodies are 
everywhere." He did not elaborate, and 
did not have to. R I P., Jimmy. Merrill 
says he has not yet been personally 
threatened, “ but after what I’ve seen, 
nothing would surprise me." 


What Merrill and other PROD 
members have seen add up to one of the 
most damning indictments of union cor­ 
ruption in the modern history of the 
labor movement. It is contained in a 


book-length PROD report, recently 
released, which charges the Teamsters 
with specific instances of fraud, finan­ 
cial chicanery and criminal influence. 
One accusation: a Teamster local in 
New York City is dominated by a Mafia 
family which “ profits handsomely from 
its two pension funds.” 


Hoffa also wrote a book before he 
dropped out of sight. In it he bluntly ac­ 
cuses leader Fitzsimmons of being less 
than saintly. In sum. Fitzsimmons mis­ 
used |7 million in union funds to buy his 
own political security; Fitzsimmons 
i awarded a $1.3 million public relations 
program to men with criminal records, 
Fitzsimmons authorized vast loans from 
union pension funds to known mobsters. 
Indeed, writes Jimmy of Frank, the 
Teamsters' are led by an abominable 
troll. 


No doubt it was Hoffa’s hope to the end 
that his charges would create a national 
reaction which would delouse Teamsters 
activities This is also the hope behind 
the PROD publication. Yet in reality the 
nation no longer has the capacity to be 
shocked by the Teamsters. Lincoln 
Merrill says union members "don’t even 
care anymore, so long as they’re making 
a good living." As for other unions, they 
are never anxious to push for the kind of 
reforms all labor desperately needs 


That leaves the Federal government. 
Capitol Hill, really. And asking Congress 
to clean up corruption these days is dif­ 
ficult to do with a straight face. So: long 
live Frank Fitzsimmons, and he 
probably will. The only place for good 
men in times like this is Coventry. 


It is interesting how useful politicians 
find it to express themselves on matters 
of principle. Ronald Reagan advertises 
his intention to nominate a domestic 
liberal as his Vice President, and is 
denounced for breach of principle. 
Breach of principle is here defined as the 
acknowledgement that there are many 
Republicans and other 
Americans 
whose 
views in certain areas 
fall to the left of one’s 
own. Whereupon John 
Connally (a man I 
greatly admire) sud­ 
denly discovers that 
Gerald Ford would be 
the “ better c a n ­ 
didate” and endorses 
him. 
M r. 
C o n n ally 
manages to give the 
impression that he has 
been in communion with the Lord 
Almighty lo these many months, at­ 
tempting to decide which of the two men 
is the better candidate for President. 
With a single move, Reagan convinced 
him — that Ford was the stronger can­ 
didate. Cool observers must be permit­ 
ted to conclude that John Connally 
reasoned not that Mr. Ford would be the 
better candidate, but that he would be 
the candidate named in Kansas City. 
That is why he came out for Ford. The 
Thomists call that “ sufficient reason.” 
Clarke Reed (a man I greatly like) 
rose up through the ranks of southern 
Republicanism as a conservative of the 
new school, here defined as a conser­ 
vative who actually reads books and 
reacts other than viscerally in arriving 
at his public positions. Reed promised 
time and again that he would stand by 
Reagan, whose positions on most public 
matters are Reed’s own. The pressures 
on Reed, to give him his due, were awful. 
It isn’t easy to arrive at the point of hav­ 
ing to tell your secretary not to take any 
more calls from the President of the 
United States. Still, the fact is he 
crumbled. And It is unreasonable to sup­ 
pose that he did so for reasons other than 
John Connally’s. After all, he was begin­ 
ning to wobble before anybody ever 
heard of Schweiker. Which ends us with 
the following summary: 
Clarke Reed, objecting to Reagan’s 
lack of principle in naming a liberal Vice 
Presided, affirmed his own devotion to 
principle by rejecting the candidate to 
whom he had pledged his support, in 
favor of the candidate who selected his 
liberal Vice President two years ago. It 
is hard to say how the cause of principle 
is being served by those who in its name 
are denying the Republican party the 
chance to field a candidate who can con­ 
vincingly articulate conservative princi­ 
ples. 
The ironies shine through the situation. 
It cannot, I think, be persuasively con­ 
tend«! that, against Mr. Carter, Mr. 
Ford would do better than Ronald 
Reagan. Surveying the general chaos, 
Mr. Carter issued a wonderfully cool 
Berry’s World 
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statement to the effect that he thought 
Schweiker was a very good man. In doing 
so, he inflamed the resentment of 
Schweiker by disappointed Reaganites; 
and, in so doing, strengthened the hand 
of the adversary he hopes to be con­ 
tending against in the election campaign. 
Mr. Alton Frye, of the Council on 
Foreign Relations, writing in the Wall 
Street Journal is jubilant about the 
political effect of Mr. R eagan’s 
maneuver- Look what has happened! he 
says. By saying he would accept a liberal 
running mate, Reagan has knocked 
himself out. But in doing so, he has 
revalidated the very idea of a liberal run­ 
ning mate. And this means that Presi­ 
dent Ford can take as his Vice President 
not a conservative like Connally or 
Reagan, but a truly qualified candidate, 


like Percy or Mathias. In other words 
Reagan has, however inadvertently, per­ 
formed a public service. 
Clearly it is not going according to plan 
for the Reagan people. Senator 
Schweiker hasn’t come forward with the 
names of the delegates whose concern 
for the elevation of Senator Schweiker 
was to have led them into Reagan's 
camp. We do not know, as yet, whether 
they are intimidated, or whether they 
were always illusory. 
All we are given at the moment, is the 
spectacle of conservatives assuaging 
their pique at having to live in the real 
world by ushering in the Presidency of 
Jimmy Carter. It seems ages ago, and of 
no apparent concern to them, that Carter 
announced as his choice for a running 
mate, Walter Mondale.

in Haiti 
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WASHINGTON - Nestled high on the 
hills above Port-Au-Prince are 
fashionable, walled villas equipped with 
sparkling swimming pools and staffed by 
gracious servants. 
This is where the U.S. AID officials 
reside with their families. They came in 
Haiti to administer U.S. aid. Their mis­ 
sion is to help develop 
the impoverished na­ 
tion and feed its 
hungry people. 
A generous portion 
of the U.S. offering 
goes to maintain the 
AID administrators in 
the high style they 
have adopted. They 
live in luxury; they 
are waited on by ser­ 
vants; they belong to 
exclusive 
private 
clubs. In the evenings, 
they attend lavish cocktail and dinner 
parties, where the guests can sample the 
varied delights of creole cooking. 
Yet believe it or not, they collect extra 
hardship pay for enduring the rigors of 
Port-Au-Prince. This amounts to an ad­ 
ditional 15 per cent, which is tacked on to 
their salaries. They are also granted two 
extra weeks of stateside vacation, on top 
of their normal leave, to recuperate 
from the hard Ufe. 
They draw a generous housing 
allowance to help pay the rent on their 
fancy villas. They make biweekly flights 
to Guantanamo Bay to pick up inexpen­ 
sive American food from the U.S. com­ 
missary. They can claim a generous 
“ educational allowance," too, to help 
with their children’s education. 
The AID staff had become so ac­ 
customed to the good life, they almost 
moved their offices into an old luxury 
hotel, complete with swimming pool and 
palm-shaded verandas. But it occurred 
to them the hotel might be a bit osten­ 
tatious, so they settled for a more 
modest building. 
After hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been squeezed out of the AID 
budget for the care and comfort of the 
administrators, the money is usually 
turned over to the Haitian government to 
distribute. 
Additional amounts are diverted into 
the pockets of Haitian officials. Grain in­ 
tended for the poor, for example, has 
been stolen and sold for profit by corrupt 
customs officials. 
We sent our reporter, Hal Bernton, to 
Haiti to find out whether any of the aid 
reaches the people for whom it was in­ 
tended. With a knapsack on his back, he 
traveled to the most desolate, drought- 
stricken region of the tiny Caribbean 
country. He hiked through the parched 
mountains to a remote village and lived 
for more than a week with the people. 
He saw naked children too weak from 
hunger to play, their hair rusted and 
their bellies bloated by malnutrition. 
The villages subsisted largely on 
mangoes, sucking out every precious 
drop of juice But the last mango would 
soon be devoured. The people didn’t 
know what they would eat after that, 
The U.S. AID officials are usually too 
busy planning and partying in Port-Au- 
Prince to visit the villagers in their mud 
huts Those who make rare appearances 
usually drive through on jeeps Most are 
too tied up with paperwork to leave their 
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desks. They are also reluctant to leave 
their comfortable quarters. 
During the fiscal year that ended on 
June 30, the U.S. taxpayers donated 
nearly $18 million in foreign aid to Haiti. 
A tiny trickle of food-for-work has 
reached the remote village Bernton 
visited. 
In the past, U.S. aid has also helped to 
build hospitals, construct roads, Up 
water and distribute food. This has saved 
lives and alleviated suffering. But it’s 
the AID officials who are the most com­ 
forted, the Haitian officials who are 
enriched. 
Bernton inspected a road construction 
project, which is partially financed with 
U.S. development funds. He found MO 
peasants slowly building a road to their 
village, which was located on top of a 
high mountain plateau. With picks, 
shovels and wheelbarrows, they moved 
the road ahead a few inches at a time. 
The men were gaunt, lean and angry. 
For more than two months, they had 
toiled without a penny in pay. The Hai­ 
tian government had promised them 50 
cents a day. But the money had never 
made it through the sticky fingers of the 
Haitian officials 
The ragged workers gathered around 
Bernton. In broken Creole French, they 
pleaded. “ We have almost nothing left to 
eat b o w . We have only one meal a day of 
commeal. Get us our money.” 
Not only Haitian but U.S. officials are 
depriving the hungry workers. The great 
need in the Haitian hinterland is for jobs. 
But U.S. officials, eager to favor the 
heavy machinery manufacturers in the 
United SUtes, have stipulated that most 
of a $5 million road construction loan 
must be spent on heavy machinery 
purchased from U.S. firms. 
The field experts told Bernton the new 
machines will soon join other bulldozers 
and tractors, which already litter the 
Haitian countryside. The best way to 
build roads in Haiti, no matter how inef­ 
ficient it may seem, is with manpower. 
And the people desperately need the 
work. 
Bernton spent some time in an im­ 
poverished village where the people had 
no jobs and little land that could be 
cultivated. Each day, they would scale 
the steep hillside in search of wood that 
could be burned into charcoal. After they 
laboriously produced a few sacks of 
charcoal, they would trek 10 miles to the 
nearest market to exchange the charcoal 
for mangoes 
But they couldn’t produce enough char­ 
coal to buy the food they needed. Their 
children, weak from hunger, sat around 
listlessly. 
It was an agonizing contrast to the 
villas in the Port-Au-Prince hills, where 
the U.S. officials are spending money on 
cocktail parties and creole cooking.

Please keep our own beaches and 
parks under California state administra­ 
tion and operation instead of leasing 
them to private concessionaires. 


We pay taxes. We pay camp fees for 
overnight stay. We pay day use fees for 
swimming, fishing, surfing, and/or use 
of pier for boat launching. What are you 
doing with that money? 
Gaviota Beach State Park is seriously 
in need of improvements of water and 
sewage facilities — as well as 
maintenance of grounds and the 
beautiful beach area. 


On August 6,1971, a letter was written 
to State Parks Director Wm. Penn Mott 
regarding the above and the reply was, 
quote, “ We do agree that the facilities at 
Gaviota State Beach are poor, and we 
will do what we can with maintenance 
funds to better them.” 


To date, (5 years later) nothing has 
been done. The water and sewage condi­ 
tion is the same now as it has been for 25 
years! There ha» been no improvement. 
Money was written into Project Descrip­ 
tion Park Bond Program for Gaviota in 
1974 and 1970. What happened to that 
money? 


Gaviota Beach State Park provides the 
type of camping which pleases those of 
us who prefer primitive campgrounds. A 
place with quiet — with space — with 
natural beauty. What we are asking you 
for is a sewage system that can be 
depended on; water for showers, drink­ 
ing, and watering grass in camping area. 


Many of us have camped with our 
children at Gaviota every year for over 
25 years, (rate per night has risen from 
$1 to $4 per campsite). We enjoy fishing 
from the pier, as well as the facility for 
launching boats. We enjoy the safe, good 
swimming in the ocean. We love the 
walks on the long, peaceful seashore. We 
like camping at Gaviota.
